Barrier installed 
on Wintemute 

Traffic crossing over the Cen¬ 
tral Avenue Bridge is still a con¬ 
cern for Niagara Region officials. 

In his report to Fort Erie council- 
lore on Monday night, Regional 
councillor Sandy Annunziata said 
barriers on either side of Winte¬ 
mute Street at the bridge will be 
installed to prevent motorists from 
turning onto Central Avenue while 
the bridge is under construction. 
“These barriers will be installed 
to avoid the potential of two 
cars meeting at the top of the 
bridge," Annunziata said. 
Annunziata said Region staff 
became concerned when resi¬ 
dents complained about drivers 
who ignored the lighting sys¬ 
tem and made left and right- 
hand turns onto Central Ave¬ 
nue from Wintemute Street. 


In an attempt to create aware¬ 
ness and improve safety for 
drivers, Annunziata said a 
number of measures, which 
include increasing police pres¬ 
ence, have been taken to improve 
safety. But the measures taken 
by the Region haven’t completely 
elimiated drivers from not fol¬ 
lowing the rules of the road. 
“These measures have been 
effective for people who follow 
the rules of the road," he said. 
Construction recently began to 
renew Fort Erie’s most iconic 
bridge and work is expected 
to be completed by August 2016. 
Traffic on the bridge has been 
reduced to one lane until 
the work is completed. 

Firm hired to 
develop waterfront 
strategy 

During last week’s council- 


in-committee meeting, coun¬ 
cillors approved a report, 
which awarded a contract to 
develop a waterfront strat¬ 
egy for Fort Erie’s shore¬ 
line to the Planning Partner¬ 
ship at a cost of $148,946. 
Half of that cost to hire 
the consultant firm will be 
paid for through Niagara 
Region’s lakefront enhance¬ 
ment strategy. 

The Planning Partner¬ 
ship is the same firm 
involved with assisting the 
Town in developing the 
Bay Beach Master Plan. 

The goal of the waterfront 
strategy is to increase pub¬ 
lic access to the Town's water¬ 
fronts, enhance the appeal and 
sustainability of existing water¬ 
fronts, and explore new oppor¬ 
tunities to develop new attrac¬ 
tions and supporting facili¬ 
ties on the waterfronts.

It was dispatched.

Note: This old Milk 
snake was our guardian 
against rats. After its demise 
within two weeks we had 
rats!

You almost 
have to step on them.

Since 2008 the Massas- 
sauga rattlesnake is listed as 
endangered. It is illegal to kill 
them in our province.

If you want to see one, take 
a few trips to Wainfleet Marsh 
next Spring.
